THE BLACKWELL & ARMISTEAD 
HAM TosBacco Dirricutty.—A few 
days since we published a brief history 
as we understood it, of the Blackwell- 
Armistead Tobacco suit. O course 
our remerks were based upon such ia- 
formation as we could clean from 
private individuals. While we would 
be glad to see North Carolina succeed 
in the case, yet we would not knowing- 
ly publish an crroneous statement to 


the detriment of Mr. Armistead. We 
therefore cheerfully cive room to the 
subjoined letter :

Messrs. Editors:—I noticed in your 
very valuable and widely circulated 
paper an erroneous statement, which 
I hope you will do me the honor as well 
as my triends in Lynchbure to correct. 
In the United States Circuit Court at 
Lynchburg, W. T. Blackwell, of Dur- 
hams, N. C., vs. L. L. Asmistead, of 
Lynchburg, Va., an injunction was 
granted and afterwards perpetuated, re- 
straining Armistead from using the 
Bull Head and the word Durham upon 
smoking tobacco as alleged by B'lack- 
well, to be an infringement upon his 
registered Trade Mark. The case, how- 
ever, was pending in the patent office 
at Washington, and came up for hear- 
ing and was elaborately argued by 
counsel for both parties, before General 
Brown, Chief Examiner of Patents, his 
decision being in favor of Armistead.— 
An appeal was taken, and the case came 
up for hearing before the Commission-— 
er of Patents, and as yet his decision 
has not been published, but I presume 
will be out in a few days, and I dare 
Say it will be greatly to W. T. Black- 
well’s discomfiture. That, however does 
not settle the matter, as the case goes | 
to the Supreme Court, and I am sate in 
saying that Mr. Armistead is willing to 
submit it to Judge Chase and his associ- 
ates jor finalsettiement, with every hope 
of success, I think it would be wise 
for the Durhamites to be sparing with 
their powder until the decision of the 
Supreme Court is rendered, as no doubt 
seme of them will be truly chagrined 
and feel like using powder sure enough. 
it was stated that Armistead & Black-— 
well had agreed to submit the matter 
to the examiner of patents for final set- 
tlement; that is incorrect. Armistead 
would have him very willing to have 
submitted it to his Honor, Gen. Brown, 
for in his decision he gave him all he 
claimed through W. 8S. Wright, the 
originator and Patentee of the word 
Purham, as used and the compound, | 
which is copiousiy used upon the To- 
baceo, and without it Durham tobacco 
can not be made. I have given the 
facts in the case as they have come from 
the authorities, and knowing that the 
public feels an interest in the matter 
and not wishing tor them to be deceived 
by reports, I most respectfully present 
this to you pubtication.

Messrs. Eprrors :— My attention has 
just been called to the editorial columns 
of your paper.of yesterday, in which, by 
suggestion rather than positive asser- 
tion, you give the public to understand 
I am opposed to the Homestead provis- 


State. In this you do not only do me 
injustice, (about which I would not 
trouble myself,) but you also do the 
public prejudice, to the extent that my 
opinion in reference to the matter may 
have weight and influence in the ap- 
proaching election; and I trust you 
will correct any erroneous impression 
you have made by publishing this 
pe. 

- The suggestion you make to the 
above effect is entirely groundless, On 
the contrary, Iam and haye been uni 
formily in favor of a homestead policy, 
and ifI could interfere with that pro- 


| vided in the constitution, I would do 


so only to make it more definite, certain 
and secure. 

Ibase my support of a homestead 
provision in the constitution on the 
high and broad ground of sound public 
policy-as well as the further grounds 
that it is wise, just and humane and 
promises and illustrates a higher state 
of civilization.

Now, in view of the mani- 
fest policy of the State, the decision in 
other States and the express decision in 
our uwn State, would any conscientious 
judge, even if he had legal doubts of his 
own, undertake to over-ride and reverse 
these decisions, and especially while the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
has made no decision to the contrary ? 
No reasonable person can so believe for 
one moment. So that it appears that 
any future Judge would have every mo- 


tive to support the homestead policy of 


the State, and would have the authority 
to do so of the highest judicial power 
in this State, and other States as well; 
and so it further appears, that your 
suggestion to the tears ot the people is 
idle and groundless, 

But there is a positive provisicn in 
the present Constitution that places in 
the most imminent peril every house- 
hold in the State. It is provided in 
section two of article ten of the Consti- 
tution, that “ no property shall be exempt 
Srom sale for taxes,” and this clause in 
the very section that provides for the 
homestead. 

Now if the legislature shall levy from 
the people the taxes they are sworn and 
bound by the present constitution to 
levy, such taxes willin a short while 
swallow up every household in the 
State. Iam prepared to show by the 
most indubitable facts and _ statistics, 
that the people of the State, under the 
existing Constitution, will have to pay 
into the treasury of the State, annually, 
over jisty per cent. of their income, and 
the balance of it will be engulphed by 
Federal and county taxes. This result 
is inevitable under the existing consti- 
tution, as Ishow daily to the sad con- 
viction of hundreds who are honestly 
seeking after information to control 
their action at the approaching election. 
The man who has but a_ hoinestead is 
generally the least able to pay oppres- 
sive taxes, when they come, the home- 
stead will certainly go by cxpress pro- 
vision of the constitution, as it stands.
